T here is a political significance in 
all this tha t cannot escape observa­

all caval, which 
party is 
favorable to trusts. 
T he whole his­ 
tory of trust legislation with the o ut­ 
come In the recent decision, exposes 
the Insincerity of Democratic poli­ 
ticians. 
If any man is entitled to more c red ­ 
i t tha n another for this result, and 
for the success of the crusade against 
trust it is Theodore Roosevelt. 
It 
was he who started the prosecution 
and has stood firmly and steadily for 
the enforcement of the law. 
It is 
certainly a great victory anti vindica­ 
tion of the Republican party , and the 
effect upon the country will be, among 
lair-mlnrled men, to give the Repub­ 
lican adm inistration credit tor enforc­ 
ing a law, tha t was on the s ta tute

GETTING INTO TOUCH 


Last y ear the four factories which 
arc the chief employ ers at batavia, 
111., joined in a warfare on trades 
unions. 
On Dec. il all four lock ed 
out their work men, and announced 
tha t these would be tak en hack 
only 
on agreeing to a ten hour day and re­ 
nouncing their unions 
T he quest ion of hours was,of course, 
one ttiat m ight he debated. 
Rut the 
question of their right 
to organize 
one which the union men naturally 
felt undebatabie. 
They refused to 
discuss it, and since then there has 
been war between these factories and 
their foi mer employ es. 
Batavia depends on volunteer ser 
vice for tire 
protection. 
Practically 
all its firemen are 
members of 
the 
trades unions excluded from these 
factories. 
Early Sunday morning tire 
brok e out in one of the factories, 
Batavia's firemen did not hesitate 
between their duty as citizens and 
their feelings as union men. 
They 
turned out promptly and fought the 
fire so etfielently tha t the head of the 
factory confessed tha t they had saved 
the entire plant from destruction. 
It ¡s reported from 
Batavia that 
conduct of these union men in connec­ 
tion with the tire has produced so 
much better feeling between the t wo 
parlies that the labor dispute is lik e­ 
ly to he settled. 
It 
ought to 
be 
settled. 
T he employ ers ought to see tha t 
even if the unions abused their power 
tha t fact did not justify them in m ak ­ 
ing relinq uishment 
of the right to 
join a union the condition of employ ­ 
m ent. 
On the other hand, the em ­ 
ploy es ought to see tha t the right to 
belong to a union 
d oe s 
not tustify 
them in abusing the power tha t or­ 
ganization confers. 
It is not often tha t a tire can be re­ 
garded as an im m ediate public bles­ 
sing, hut Saturday m orning’s tire in 
Batavia may be so regarded, If its re­ 
sult bring capital and labor into b et­ 
ter touch w ith each other tliere. 


World’s Secretary Vogt Holds Con­ 
ference and Mass Meeting. 


Tuesday afternoon Van Ogden Vogt, 
the general secretary of the 
United 
Societies of C hristian Endeavor of the 
World, m et the work ers of the local 
societies in the Presby terian church 
in conference. 
T he half-hour previous 
to the arrival of Mr. Vogt was de­ 
voted to song and sentence pray ers, a 
devotional meeting conducted by Dr. 
S. s. Cry or. 
T he regular m eeting was opened at 
3 o’clock by song, followed with pray er 
by Rev. Brook s, when Rev. Idlem an 
introduced Mr. Vogt, who commenced 
by ask ing a series of informal ques­ 
tions which developed the fact tha t 
there wore five senior -ocieties repre­ 
sented, with three 
unior societies, 
and the approxim ate number of m em ­ 
bership: also tha t there was a t pres* 
ont no local union 
of Christian Kn- 
deavorers in Dixon. 
A scries of q ues­ 
tions was then ask ed and answered, 
alcng the line of the development of 
the juniors, especially with a view to 
their 
graduation 
into 
the senior 
society . 
These 
discussions 
were 
freely 
participated 
in, 
and 
brough 
out 
many 
Im portant 
points, among others were these: 
Put 
the graduates of one y ear on some 
com m ittee work , all on the 
same 
com m ittee, and under the chairm an­ 
ship or the best senior work er in Uie 
society . 
Provide social enjoy ment for 
these. 
Let the leader watch and 
guide for a 
y ear their participation 
n the pray er 
meetings. 
Provide 
objective rather than subjective top­ 
ics. 
T he subjects of associate m e m ­ 
bers and of local unions were tak en 
up and discussed In a similar way and 
much valuable information elicited. 
The Im portance of the local union 
was emphasized and the fact tha t too 
many unions are k illed by too much 
mass m eeting and too little confer­ 
ence. 
T he evening m eeting was held in 
the L utheran church at 8:30 o’clock , 
when the religious services In the 
various 
churches 
had 
concluded. 
Mr. Vogt spent a portion of the tim e 
in recounting the Increased activities 
of the Y. P. S. (J. E. all around the 
world. 
T he speak er had a rich fund 
of inform ation along this line which 
iu1 poured out freely and very rapidly . 
He gave a brief and interesting re­ 
port of the last National convention 
at Denver. 
Iri the latter part of his 
discourse he emphasized the power of 
organization and the importance ot 
every com ponent part of the whole 
being possessed of thorough inform a­ 
tion as to m ethods of work , and of 
indom itable energy in the prosecution 
of the work . 
T he greatest drawback 
to com plete success, the speak er be­ 
lieved to be a too great willingness to 
copy models instead of using one’s 
brains to adapt the work to one’s own 
needs: in other w ord s-m enta l laziness, 
which is one of the greatest fetters to 
success in every departm ent of the 
world’s 
work .

words of counsel and advice, helpful 
and suggestive, closed a very enjoy ­ 
able discourse.
